OTTAWA,     March     25.^A somewhat

out  without  receiving-  a  report  from  the 
chair  was  supported  by  Premier  Borden, 
Arthur  Melghen,  J.  A.  M.  Atkins  and 
Hon.   W.  T.  White. 

At  the  opening  of  the  House,  Premier 
Borden  moved  that  the  report  made  by 
Oliver  Asselin  on  1-ielglan  and  French 
Immigration  to  Canada  sliould  be 
printed,    and    this   was   agreed    to. 

Mr.   Enuncraon's   Qnaatlon 

On  the  motion  to  go  Into  committee 
of  supply,  Hon.  H.  R.  Emmerson 
brought  in  question  the  action  of 
Speaker  Sproule  on  the  evening  of 
Saturday,  March  15,  in  taking  the  chair 
while  the  House  was  still  in  committee 
and  before  a  report  had  been  received 
from  the  chairman  of  the  oommittee. 
Ha  dlsclaimad  any  intention  in  brtng- 
iac  tfae  matter  up  otber  than^  a  d«f  i.re 
to  have  some  understanding  as  to  what 
should  be  the  rule  of  the  House  In  such 
a  case.  He  said  that  the  exceptions 
when  the  Speaker  could  so  take  the 
flialr  were  clearly  defined,  namely, 
•when  the  private  bills  hour  on  Tuesday 
and  Friday  evenings  had  expired,  and 
on  the  occABion  of  receiving  a  message 
from    the  Governor  Cieneral. 

A  week  ago  Saturday  evening  lie  ha.l 
drawn  attention  to  the  rule  that  dls- 
orlier  in  committee  coukl  be  censured 
only  when  drawn  attention  to  by  the 
chairman  of  the  .  committee.  Should 
that  rule  prevail  or  a  contrary  one? 
Mr.  Emmerson  said  that  where  there 
was  no  special  provision  in  the  Can- 
adian rules  covering  any  contingency, 
it  was  stipulated  that  the  rules,  usages 
and  forms  in  force  in  the  BriU.sh 
House  of  Commons  on  .Tulj  1,  1S67, 
should    govern. 

Under  the  Canadian  rules,  when  dis- 
order occurred  it  wa.s  the  duty  of  the 
chairman  to  report  the  same  to  the 
House  through  the  Speaker,  and  the 
House  could  thereupon  take  action.  On 
the  occasion  in  ffuestlon  when  the  di.s- 
pute  had  arisen  there  was  a  chairman 
presiding  over  the  committee.  The 
Speaker  took  the  chair,  directed  the 
chairman  to  give  a  certain  ruling  and 
declared  that  the  debate  had  gone  far 
enough.  Mr.  Emmerson  said  that  there 
was  no  rule  wliich  sanctioned  such 
action.  With  the  House  In  committee 
the  Speaker  was  but  a  private  member, 
and  he  could  take  no  action  until  his 
attention  was  called  to  the  state  of  af- 
fairs hy  the  chairmnn  of  the  committee. 
By  the  KngHsh  rules,  even,  he  had  no 
power  to  direct  the  chairman  or  to  say 
the  debate  had  gone  far  enough.  I-le 
could  only  adjourn  the  House.  .\ny 
other  action  was  an  interference  with 
tl^o  committee  and  with  the  chairman 
of  the  committee.  Such  condition,  if 
allowed,  would  make  the  chairman  "a 
donkey  engine  of  the  Speaker." 

IMffmrMM*  la   Aotlona 

Mr.  Arthur  Melghen,  of  Portage  la 
Prairie,  in  reply,  said  that  there  was 
quite  a  difference  between  reporting 
disorder  for  the  purpose  of  censure  and 
the  Speaker  taking  the  chair  to  sup- 
press disorders.  That,  he  said,  was 
what  Speaker  Sproule  did  or^  the  oc- 
casion of  the  disorders  which  occurred 
on   Saturday,   March    15. 

Mr.  E.  M.  Macdonald  Interrupted  to 
state  that  according  to  the  Hansard 
report  the  Speaker  had  said  that  he 
took  the  chair  not  to  suppress  disorder 
but  to  terminate  the  debate  on  the 
point  of  order  under  discussion  because 
It  had  been  proceeded  with  at  too  great 
Unfftb.

Oermany'B  Xnstiranca  Act 

BERLIN,  March  25. — The  new  In- 
surance Act,  which  came  In  force  In 
Germany  on  January  1,  1913,  has  pro- 
voked much  criticism  In  manufacturing 
-eirele* — gnlHte— t4te— flr-t^tltth— <yat»m,  "by' 
which  employe,  employer  and  state  pay 
the  Insurance  premiums,  Germany,  has 
made  ho  provision  for  state  contribu- 
tion, the  levy  falling  entirely  upon  tlie 
employe  and  I'mployer.  This  expendi- 
ture, seventy  million  marks,  is  consid- 
ered to  be  a  severe  tax  upon  the  pro- 
duction of  the  country.  The  scheme 
provides  for  a  pension  for  all  employees 
reaching  the  age  of  65,  or  being  in- 
capacitated.

DAYTON'S   AFFLICTION 

IS   MOST   SEVERE 


Homeless  People  in  Danger  of 
Disease  and  Starvation — A 
Large  Part  of  Indiana  and 
Pennsylvania  Suffer. 
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Bill  to  Be  Introduced  in  Com- 
mons This  Week  Bringing 
Canada  Under  British  Ar- 
rangement, With  Exceptions. 


OTTAWA,  March  »5.— The  Govern- 
ment ha«  decided  that  Canada  shall  be- 
come a  party  to  the  treaty  between 
Great  Britain  and  Japan,  which  was 
concluded  in  1911.  It  is  termed  a 
treaty  of  commerce  and  navigation,  and 
was  entered  into  on  the  understandiuB 
tliat  it  should  not  apply  to  any  of  tne 
British  Dominions  except  such  as 
should  within  two  years  signify  tlieir 
adhesion  to  'it.  The  two  years  will  ex- 
pire on  April  3,  and  the  Prime  Minis- 
ter ha.>!  given  notice  of  the  introduction 
of  a  bill  in  the  Commons  giving  Can- 
ada's   adhesion    to    the    treaty. 

In  brief,  the  British  treaty  places  the 
subjects  of  either  power  upon  terms  of 
equality  with  native  subjects  in  both 
countries  as  regards  rlKhts  of  travel, 
residence,  commerce,  possession  of  prop- 
erty, immunity  from  extra  taxation  and 
reciprocal  freedom  of  trade  and  com- 
merce. It  also  provides  that  articles, 
the  products  of  manufacture  of  either 
country  ahall  not  be  subjected  to  higher, 
duties  than  thoae  levied  upon  s'imllar 
articles  from  other  forelign  countries, 
and  further,  that  there  shall  be  recipro- 
cal freedom  of  shipping  except  as  re- 
gards   the    coasting    trade. 

The  Dominion  Act,  however,  will 
make  pro^-lirton  that  nothing  in  the 
treaty  shall  affect  the  terms  of  the 
Canadian  Immigration  Act.  Another  ex- 
ception Is  that  the  section  of  the  Brit- 
ish treaty  providing  for  reciprocity  In 
certain  articles  shall  not  a/pply  to  this 
country.  Under  this  article  of  the 
treaty,  raw  silks,  copper  and  other 
products  of  Japan  are  admitted  free  In- 
to  the   United   Kingdom. 

The  hljl  will  be  introduced  Into  the 
House  by  Mr.   Borden   this  week.

Victoria,  was 
yeatarday  th«  aocnQ  of  an  unlooked  for 
tragedyt  which  called  to  the  laat  account 
Mr.  Edward  L..  North,  for  yearn  atage 
manaKer  of  the  Victoria  Theatre  and  a 
roHldent  of  Victoria  for  more  than  thirty 
years.  Mr.  North  was  standing  on  the 
street  In  front  of  his  car,  endeavoring  to 
crank  the  engine,  when  he  was  over- 
taken by  a  sudden  attack  of  tlie  heart, 
which  caused  his  ileath  within  a  few  min- 
utes.

NARWHAL    RELIC    AT    ZOO 

J^argest  Tasks  of  Kind  Ever  Discovered 
Are  More  Than  Kight  rest  in 

ZaaBgttl 

What  i.s  said  to  be  the  finest  pair  Of 
narwhal  tusks  ever  found  was  recently 
aildetl  to  the  fine  collection  at  the  New 
Tork  Zoo.  These  tusks  are  worth  $500 
and    are    nearly   elshl    feet    long. 

They  were  taken  from  an  animal 
about  twenty  feet  long,  which.  The 
Pathfindei    remarks,    Ig    unitsually    large. 

The  narwhal  Is  an  animal  of  the 
whale  species  which  is  common  in  the 
Arctic  regions.  Its  scientific  name  de- 
scribes it  as  a  "delphinapterine  delphln- 
old  cetacean — monodon  monoceros."  The 
term  "monoceros"  refers  to  tho  ani- 
mal's one  tusk;  It  Is  the  Greek  form  of 
the  Latin  trem  "unicorn."  But  In  some 
cases  the  adjective  is  Incorrectly  ap- 
plied, for  now  and  then  the  animal  has 
two  horns,  as  was  the  case  with  the 
narwhal  from  which  the  tusks  at  th.? 
zoo    were    taken. 

In  the  male  narwhal  the  front  tooth 
Is  singularly  prolonged  to  form  a  tusk 
which  Is  of  spiral  form  like  a  huge 
gimlet  and  which  Is  hollow.  Occasion- 
ally a  second  front  tooth  Is  also  pro- 
longed to  form  a  short  second  tusk; 
but  this  Is  the  first  time  so  perfect  a 
pair    of    tusks    has    ever    been    observed. 

It  Is  thought  that  the  narwhal  uses 
his  tusk  mainly  tft  break  holes  through 
the  Ice  from  below.  Tho  tusk  Is  also 
used  as  a  weapon  ami  when  two  big 
ball  narwhals  get  to  tilting  at  each 
other  with  these  sharp  screw-formed 
lances  the  battle  Is  terrible.  The  nar- 
whals go  In  schools  of  sometimes  Miy 
or  more  and  they  make  a  fine  sight  as 
the  males  raise  their  tusks  In  unison 
and   the  school   "blow." 

As  the  whales  do  not  belong  to  the 
flsh  family,  but  are  mammals,  breathing 
-by  the  aid  of  lungs  the  same  as  the 
higher  land  animals,  they  can  stay  under 
water  only  a  limited  time  and  must  at 
intervals  come  to  the  surfaod  to  "blow" 
and  breathe.  Ttieir  blowhole  Is  on  top 
of  the  head  and  the  eyes  and  mouth  are 
■mall.

On  the  Journey  the  most  adverse  con- 
ditions of  weather  were  met  with,  and 
seventy-five    birds    succumbed.

Belgian  breed,  of  small  size,  with  pen- 
cilled or  cuckoo  plumage,  and  are  noted 
for  laying  whit©  eggs.  They  are  at 
the  present  time  enjoying  immense 
popularit.v  both  in  the  United  States 
and  Canada.

Sir,— I  read  in  your  columns  of  Tues- 
day two  interesting  articles  that  are 
not  unconnected  in  import. 

An  interview  with  Mr.  Sayward  on 
his  return  home  from  California,  in 
which  he  points  out  Victoria's  need  of 
more  golf  links — in  addition  to  the  new 
Colwood   links. 

And  a  letter  from  Mr.  Ashton  Bur- 
gess, in  which  he  writes  of  "'a  monetary 
loss"  to  Oak  Bay  municipality  "if  we 
agree  to  collect  from  the  golf  links  only 
$2,000  per  year  instead  of  a  full  tax 
annually." 

From  Mr.  Burgess'  point  of  view,  the 
municipality  expect.s  to  levy  full  taxes 
on  the  golf  links  and  collect  from  them 
at  a  constantly  Increasing  rat©  for  the 
benefit  of  the  rest  of  our  taxpayers. 
That,  alas,  is  Impossible.  If  we  collect 
taxes,  we  must,  naturally,  expect  to 
spend  them  for  th«  benefit  of  the  area 
that    pays    them. 

So  far,  the  golf  links  area  has  cost 
us  practically  nothing  to  maintain,  nor 
will  it  cost  much  so  long  as  the  links 
are   in   use. 

Owing  to  the  convenient  situation  of 
the  links  In  regard  to  Victoria,  a  private 
golf  club  Is  wIIIIhk  to  pay  us  $2,000  per 
annum,  without  calling  on  us  for  an 
annual  expenditure  of  anything  like 
that  amount. 

If  Oak  Bay  will  not  agree  to  this,  but 
Insists  on  her  undoubted  right  to  collect 
$5,000  a  year  and  upwards,  then  the  golf 
links  will  disappear,  the  land  will  be 
subdivided  and  the  new  taxpayers  (not 
the  golf  club)  will  Insist  on  full  value 
for  tUe  tB.OOO,  $10,000  or  more  that  they 
may  be  assessed  annually. 

I  fall  to  see  where  the  municipality 
will  gain  In  a  monetary  way.  The  act- 
ual gain,  to  the  extent  of  about  a  mil- 
lion dollars,  will  go  at  once  into  the 
pockets  of  a  few  men  who  are  now  re- 
ceiving $3,000  a  year  and  are  content 
to  receive  only  that  rental  for  forty 
years  more,  provided  Victoria  doiBs  not 
lose  her  famous  golf  llnktf. 

If  Oak  Bay  wants  to  make  these  men 
rlbh  in  spite  of  themselves,  and  to  make 
Impossible  for  all  time  any  hope  of 
turning  the  links  Into  a  greater  park 
than  Beacon  Hill,  she  can  easily  do  so 
by  voting  with  Mr.  Ashton  Burgess 
against  the  by-law  soon  to  be  submit- 
ted.

Chief  of  Police  Langley  recently  urged 
upon  the  commissioners  the  addition  of 
fifteen  more  men.  but  his  request  was 
refused  on  the  ground  that  while  an 
addition  might  be  advisable,  the  present 
financial  position  of  the  city  does  not 
warrant  any. increase  in  the  expenditure 
of    the   department. 

Chief  Lianglex.  however,  pointed  to 
the  fact  thHt  with  the  force  on  the 
three-shift  basis  It  Is  Impossible  to  en- 
large the  area  at  present  patroled  with- 
out more  men,  and  at  yesterday's  meet- 
ing, a  map,  showing  some  of  the 
"heats"  now  paD-oiert,  was  produced  to 
.show  the  great  extent  of  territory  one 
ninn  has  to  cover,  an  area  which  pre- 
fludpK  anything  like  adequate  police 
supervision. 

The  addition  of  the  .six  men  was  de- 
cided upon  aftor  i;on.Hldf-ral)le  ill»cus.slon, 
during  which  'Jie  mayor  referred  to  the 
police  as  "non-profiuuers,"  and  cited 
luses  where  civic  employees,  whom  he 
clalmc<l  are  producers,  have  had  to  be 
laid    off   owing    to   a   .shortage   of    funds. 

If  the  Council  grants  the  Increase  to 
the  force,  the  addition  will  be  made  to 
(late    from    May    1,    next.

Mr.  C.  H.  Topp  Instructed  to 
Hasten  With  Worl<  of  Making 
Contour  Map  So  That  By- 
Law  May  Pass, 


Esquimau  I.s  on  tho  eve  of  a  very 
considerabjp  development  in  the  shap . 
of  a  general  sewerage  plan  for  tho 
township.  Mr.  C.  H.  Topp  has  been  In- 
structed to  double  up  on  his  staff  in 
order  to  have  the  contour  map  of  Ward 
Three  district  completed  in  sufficient 
time  to  have  the  by-law  placed  before 
the  people  for  approval  within  the  next 
month. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Council  last 
night  a  report  wa.s  received  from  the 
Reeve  and  Councillor  McAdam  concern- 
ing the  basis  on  which  Mr.  Topp  shall 
be  paid  for  his  work.  Mr.  Topp  under- 
took to  caj-ry  out  the  work  oh  the  basis 
originally  agreed  upon,  namely,  $15  a 
day  and  cxp*>nsfs,  which  he  figured  at 
$33  for  five  men.  He  promised  to  start 
tho  work  of  contourinj,-  on  April  1,  and, 
assuming  tiiat  the  five  assistants  were 
agreed  upon  by  the  Council  he  could 
produce  the  map  within  forty  days.  The 
Council,  however,  did  not  consider  that 
that  was  soon  enough,  especially  as 
there  has  been  considerable  agitation  in 
regard  to  sewerage  work,  and  it  was 
buggostd  that  Mr.  Topp  should  be  asked 
to  double  his  help  and  produce  the 
finished  map  in  .is  .short  a  space  of 
time  as  possible,  ho  tnat  it  would  by 
roaaonable  to  have  the  by-law  authoriz- 
luK  the  raising  of  the  necessary  funds 
before  the  popio  witiiin  the  limit-  of 
next  month.  This  suggestion  was 
adopted  and  Mr.  Topp  will  now  get 
busy  upon  the  contouring  work  without 
delay. 

Imincdlately  this  map  Is  In  the  hanri.s 
cf.  the  Council  it  will  be  po*.-<tbl(  lo 
form  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  the 
wholo  scheme  of  sewerage,  and  as  soon 
as  that  Is  done  the  by-law  will  be  pre- 
pared and  submitted  for  the  approval 
of  the  ratepayers.  The  contour  map  to 
be  provided  by  Mr.  Topp  only  refers  to 
p.  section  of  the  township,  that  section 
not  Ihcluded  in  the  sewerage  commis- 
sion district,  the  necessary  plans  for 
which  were  drawn  up  by  the  late  Mr. 
Mohun.  These  original  plans  will  be 
uped  for  the  seetions  to  which  thoy  ap- 
ply and  the  new  contour  map  will  com- 
plete the  scheme,  and  the  work  will  be 
undertaken    n.s    a    whole. 

It  was  thought  that  the  by-law  re- 
ga^-dlng  the  construction  of  tne  nt^w 
town  hall  on  Esquimau  Road  would  be 
passed  last  night,  but  on  the  advice  of 
the  clerk.  It  was  decided  to  delay  th'.s 
matter.  He  pointed  out  that  3uc.h  a 
by-law  required  a  petition  signed  bv  at 
least  ten  p«r  ct-nt  of  the  propeity  In- 
terests of  the  township  before  K  could 
even  be  considered,  and  as  that  pre- 
liminary hud  been  omitted,  he  recom- 
mended the*  poetponem«nt  of  the  con- 
sideration of  the  measure  until  It  had 
been  complied  with.  As  the  present 
circumstanCas  under  which  the  muni- 
cipal biisinees  has  to  be  transacted  do 
not  Conduce  to  the  highest  efficiency, 
however,  no  unnecessary  time  will  be 
lost  In  making  the  necessary  arranje- 
nients  for  the  placing  of  the  by-law  be- 
fore the  people.

Then  the  "Seattle  Spirit"  was  aroused, 
and  all  the  world  knows  the  result. 
Nothing  can  kill  a  town  when  its  own 
people   are   determined    to    ho   alive. 

There    is    going    to      be      commendable 
rivalry    for    the    handling      of      western- 
routed   wheat.      By  and    hy    thf^re   will    be 
plenty   of  business  for  every   port  on   the 
British    Columbia    Coast,    but    the    town 
that   wins   the   first  round   is  going   to  bo 
the    town    whose    people    make    ui>    iheir 
minds    to    win.      There      is      plenty      of 
capital,    energy   and    business    ability    In 
Victoria   to   accomplish   anything  wUhln 
the    bounds    of    possibility.       But     there 
has    Just    been    a    little    too    much    of    a 
disposition    to    wait    for    .lupiter    lo    help 
us   Instead    of   putting   o\ir   own    shouldc^r 
to    the   wheel.      We  are  apt   to   speculate 
over     much     upon     what     the     Domlrdon 
Covernment,    or    the    Provincial    Oovorn- 
ment    or     tlie     Canadian    Pacific    or     the 
Canadian        Northern       or     some      other 
of      the      powers       that       l>e    are      going 
lo   do   for   us.    But   Victoria  need   not   be 
dependeni  upon  such   influences.     Provi- 
dence,   governments    and    railway    com- 
panies  help   those   who  help    themselves. 
The   little  group  of  men  who  inaugurat- 
ed    the    Central    Pacific    Railway    Com- 
pany    remade    California      and       became 
millionaires.       Thtre    Is    a    great    oppor- 
tunity   in    Victoria    for      a      courageous, 
united   and    energetic   group   of  business 
men.

The  Police  Force  has  lost  one  of  its 
brightest  officers  by  the  death  of 
Sergeant  W.  11.  Clayards.  He  was  both 
painstaking  and  ettlcient,  a  man  of 
more  than  ordinary  capabliiiy  and  of 
sterling  honesty.  For  the  eighteen 
years  he  was  connected  with  the  de- 
partment ho  discharged  his  duties  with 
a  v.eal  and  astuteness  which  earned  him 
the  entire  conlldence  of  his  chiefs,  his 
fellow- workers  and  the  citizen's  aiB  well- 


When  in  the  Detective  T^rce  his  abil- 
ities led  to  his  being  put.  on  cases  which 
required  special*  energy  and  diplomatic 
handling.  As  sergeants  a  position  which 
he  had  occupied  since  1909  up  to  the 
time  of  his  rleath,  he  gained  added  jiopii- 
larity.  The  energetic  manner  in  which 
be  took  up  the  first  aid  work  of  the  St. 
John's  Ambulance  Association,  and  the 
measure  of  enthusiasm  which  he  suc- 
ceeded In  Infusing  into  the  rest  of  tlie 
members  of  the  force,  are  responsible 
for  the  degree  of  efficiency  which  has 
been  reached  in  this  very  important 
blanch  of  police  acllvities.  Jle  has  left 
a  vacancy  in  tlie  department  which  it 
will  be  lillTlcull  to  till  with  as  capable 
a  man,  and  he  has  set  a  standard  of 
service  which  sh(juld  pros  e  a  model 
for  emulation.  The  city  has  lost  an 
energetic  and  faithful  servant  wliose 
conduct  throughout  the  past  eighteen 
years  has  been  always  praiseworthy, 
an<l  often  meritorious.  The  Colonist  ex- 
tends its  sympathy  to  his  widow  and 
children  and  to  the  Police  Department 
(if  which  he  was  a  conspicuous  orna- 
menl.

And,  again:  "Provision  was  made  tqr 
training  the  whole  of  the  Militia'  in 
1911,  either  in  camps  of  instruction  or 
local  headquarters,  but,  unfortunately, 
a  large  number  failed  to  take  advantage 
of  the  opportunity.  The  weakness  In 
units  was  almost  entirely  confined  to 
the  Infantry  arm  at  camps  of  Instruc- 
tion. Various  explanations  of  thfa 
shortage  are  given,  such  as  the  small- 
ness  of  pay,  the  necessity  for  a  certain 
standard  in  musketry  and  the  general 
prosperity,  which  made  the  demand  for 
labor  abnormal.  The  latter  may  be 
taken  as  the  real  cause  of  the  falling 
off." 

The  report  goes  on  to  point  out  that 
there  is  a  shortage  in  officers  and  a 
lack  of  qualification  In  both  officers 
and  non-commissioned  officers,  which 
is  to  be  deplored,  and  which  reduces 
the  efficiency  of  the  Militia.  Attention 
Is  also  directed  to  the  number  of  offi- 
cers absent,  with  or  without  leave,  from 
training,  or  on  trivial  oxciises  from 
parades  and  duties.  In  musketry  it 
apiicars  that  in  city  corps  the  results 
are  far  fronv  satisfactory.  The  pre 
limlnary  system  of  drilling  recruits  in 
this  brancii  of  training  Is  lacking  in 
^ystem  or  neglected  altogether.  Disci- 
line  also  comes  In  for  its  share  of 
criticism.  General  Otter  considers  that 
there  Is  a  decided  laxness,  due  to  the 
evasion  of  duties  or  responsibilities,  the 
performance  of  which  cannot  be  avoid-

Some  conception  of  the  type  of  ves- 
sels that  will  ply  to  this  port  when  the 
Panama  Canal  is  in  operation  can  be 
obtained  from  the  interview  with  Mr. 
Nash,  the  Pepresenlative  on  this  con- 
tinent of  the  Royal  Mall  Steam  Packet 
Company,  which  we  printed  on  Sunday 
morning.  His  company  alone  has  now 
on  order  four  20(000-ton  ships,  which 
Vlll  be  placed  on  the  service  from  Great 
Britain  to  British  Columbia  porta.  The 
fact  that  the  voyage  will  only  occupy 
from  three  to  four  weeks  will  give 
some  Indltration  of  how  the  time  of  the 
sea  Journey  between  Victoria  and  Liver- 
pool will  be  more  than  cut  In  two.

Nash  Is  a  great  believer  In  this  port. 
His  extensive  knowledge  of  shipping 
conditions  and  the  need  for  facilities 
must  make  any  observations  he  is  re- 
sponsible for  of  very  great  Importance.

That  tile  friendly  relations  exhstlng 
between  the  l.'nited  State.s  and  Can- 
ada are  imperlshably  established  is  the 
confident  iiope  and  belief  of  the  people 
of  both  countries;  but  it  is  reassuring 
nevertheless  to  note  at  prominent  i)ub- 
lic  functions  wl;ich  draw  together  men 
in  public  life  oti/iboth  sides  of  the  line 
a  sentiment  which  tends  lo  emphasize 
and  clinch  this  conviction.  We  have 
before  us  San  Francisco  newspapers 
which  contain  full  accounts  of  the 
ceremony  at  the  Charter  Day  exercises 
at  the  University  of  California  the 
other  day,  on  which  occasion  the  hon- 
orary degree  of  Dcjctor  of  Laws  was 
conferred  upon  Sir  Richard  McBririe. 
We  tliink  every  one  will  agree  that  the 
remarks  of  President  Benjamin  Ide 
Wheeieri  in  conferring  the  degree,  were 
not  only  couched  In  the  most  felici- 
tous language  but  bJteathed  a  spirit  of 
friendliness  towards  the  people  of  this 
Province,  as  well  as  those  of  the  whole 
Dominion,  which  In  most  gratifying. 
President  Wheeler  said: 

"Sir  Richard  McBride,  Premier  of 
British  Columbia:  Outside  the  domain 
of  the  States  you  and  your  people  arc 
our  nearest  neighbors.  We  of  Califor- 
nia share  with  you  and  yours  common 
traditions  of  law  and  letters  and  a 
common  herit.ige  of  blood  and  speech, 
but  what  wil|  prove  far  more  dis- 
tinctive, we  Share  a  common  habitation 
upon  tlie  shores  of  the  l^clflc  In  \he 
face  of  its  opportunities  under  the 
shadow  of  its  portents.  Like  problems, 
like  Interests  make  this  dwelling  to- 
gether on  the  L.oast  a  new  bond  and 
a  new  unlty^among  the  commiinities  of 
men.  Athwart  the  formal  boundary 
which  stretches  east  and  west  to  divide 
us  run  the  long  lines  of  living  foam 
stretcliing  far  north  and  south  to 
unite  us.  Your  presence  here  today 
shall  be  the  symbol  of  a  brotherhood 
deeper  than  the  names  of  nations. 
Upon  you,  Richard  McBrlde,  Knight,  1 
do,  by  authority  of  the  regents  of  the 
University  of  California,  confer  tha  de- 
gree of  Doctor  of  Laws,  good  neighbor, 
far-seeing  statesman,  founder  of  a 
sister  university,  leader  of  your  peo- 
ple,   stout-hearted    and    well    beloved." 


After 
pointing  out  that  while  the  cost  of  the 
Canadian  Militia  is  far  less  than  that 
of  any  similar  organization — BSTIRe 
A-orld.  General  Otter  points  out  that 
the  conviction  that  we  have  more  to  lose 
than  any  other  country  daily  obtains 
increasing  strength.      .\iid   then   he  says: 

In  the  face  of  this  last-named  fact, 
is  it  not  imperative  that  we  possess  a 
military  force  adeciuate  lo  l)ear  the  first 
brunt  of  conflict,  or.  at  any  rate,  cause 
the  invader  to  slop  and  think  at  the 
threshold? 

Can  it  be  truthfully  asserted  that 
such  is  ogr  present  stale,  or  that  the 
object  is  not  worthy  of  a  whole-hearted 
anrl  determined  effort  to  gain  so  desir- 
able an  end,  in  su  far  as  energy,  intel- 
ligence and   tnon'?y   permits'." 

Have  not  the  plaudits"  awarded  for  a 
church  or  ceremonial  parade  lulled  us 
Into  tire  belief  that  we  a.'-e  fit  and 
capable  .for  any  military  strain  coin- 
cident with  invasion,  and,  In  the  con- 
tinuance of  that  assumption,  are  we  not 
encouraging  a  rude  awakening  some  day, 
to  find  ourselves  far  short  of  such  a 
consummation,  with  the  result — irrepar- 
able   loss? 

The  moral  of  all  this  Is  obvious. 
What  is  wanted  is  greater  onthualasm 
for  national  defence,  better  organiza- 
tion, a  more  disciplinary  system,  and, 
■ivhat  Is  ,  one  of  the  most  important 
items  of  all,  larger  sums  of  money  voted 
by  the  Government  for  the  development 
of  a  Militia  establishment  such  as  Can- 
ada  can    point    to    with    pride.

Relative  to  a  lommunicatlon  from  the 
solicitor  settins  forth  the  recent  finding 
of  Chief  Ju.stlce  Hunter  whereunder  the 
city  was  ordered  to  pay  damages  to  the 
amou.nt  of  |::000  for  the  removal  of 
a  body  in  Ross  Bay  I'emctery  two  years 
ago,  an  action  for  damages  having  been 
brought  by  relatives  of  the  deceased. 
Alderman  Cutlibert  pointed  out  that  at 
the  bfiglnnlng  of  last  year  tlie  then 
Council  had  had  u  lot  to  do  In  attempt- 
ing to  come  to  a  settlement  with  par- 
ties Interested  in  the  graves  in  that 
section  whence  bodies  had  been  moved. 
.Settlements  .lad  been  made  In  all  cases 
except  three,  and  one,  of  th^se  latter  was 
that  out  of  which  the  .rei'ent  actlmi  and 
decision  against  the  city  had  arisen. 
The  committee  of  last  year's  Council 
had  Investigated  the  complaints  made  of 
the  unauthorized  removal  of  bodies,  and 
submitted  its  report  to  the  effect  that 
the  Mayor  of  the  year  before,  the  pres- 
ent Mayor,  had  given  the  orders  lilni- 
self.  Home  explanation  was.  Alderman 
Cuthhert  believed,  due  from  Mayor 
•Morley.  ,  , 

Mayor  Morley  stated  that  In  the  first 
place  he  had  not  read  the  text  of  the 
recent  Judgment  of  the  Chief  .lustlcc, 
but  at  any  rate  the  Council  meeting  was 
not  the  time  nor  place  for  him  to  make 
any  explanation.  Such  shou'd  be  ma.ie 
to  the  finance  committee  of  tlie  Council, 
where  he  was  willing  to  explain  cither 
verbally   or   in    writing. 

Alderman  Cuthhert  Instanced  the  case 
as  one  which  indlcatetl  the  lack  of  wis- 
dom In  a  mayor  taking  upon  himself  to 
give  orders  without  first  being  assured 
of  the  support  of  his  Council.  It  was 
through  the  efforts, of  Alderman  Porter 
last  year  that  something  like  100  cases 
had  been  arranged.  His  efforts  had  un- 
doubtedly saved  the  city  about  $200,000, 
as  had  the  settlement  not  been  arranged, 
similar  Judgments  would  have  been  se- 
cured by  others  Interested  in  the  graves. 
Two    unsettled    cases    otill    remain. 

Alderman  McNeil  suggested  hearing 
the  mayor's  report  before  taking  any 
further  steps,  and  on  motion  of  Alder- 
man Meston.  tlte  matter  was  Deferred 
to    the    tinance    ccnnmlttee. 

OoTeniment   Thanks   Oltjr 

Mayor  Morley  submitted  a  letter 
from  the  Provincial  Government,  thank- 
ing the  city  for  permitting  City  En- 
gineer Rust  to  assist  Mr..  R.  M.  Thom- 
son In  EXAmining  the  territory  in 
Greater  Vancouver  for  the  drainage  fa- 
cilities, in  whJch  the  Government  In- 
tends to  guarantee  bonds.  In  response 
to  the  city's  suggestion  that  when  the 
city  desires  to  'plan  Ita  own  system  for 
Victoria  "West,  Mr.  Thomson  be  per- 
mitted to  assist  Mr.  Rust  In  the  prepar- 
ation of  plans,,  the  communjckflon 
pointed  out  that  the  Government  had  no 
Intention  of  securing  Mr.  Rust  ^ftssist- 
ance  without  remunerating  him,  and 
that  doubtless  the  city,  if  Jt  requires 
Mr.  Thomson's  assistance,  will  be  pre- 
pared   to    make   arrangements    with    him. 

The  mayor  stated  that  he  had  iinder- 
ntood  that  Mr.  Rust's  aervices  would  be 
given  to  the  Government  free  of  coat. 
Personally,  he  was  averse  to  a  city  of- 
ficial receiving  any  gratuity  for  such 
outside   work. 

Alderman  Porter  could  see  no  reason 
why  Mr.  Rust  should  not  receive  pay 
for  his  services,  and  Alderman  Cuth- 
hert ventured  the  oploion  that  If  Mr. 
Ruat  made  no  charge  and  the  Govern- 
ment decided  to  grant  him  an  honor- 
arium, the  Council  would  hav*  notttlng 
to  say  In  the  matter. 

More  consideration  of  the  estimate* 
of  expenditures  for  th<ft  pye»r  w<t«  had. 
the  medical  health  offl^er,  city  engineer 
and  city  comptroller  beins  present  to 
explain  eome  items.  TTie  whole  list  of 
expenditures  has  .now  been  (one 
through,  and  but  a  few  Items  remain  to 
be  still  decided.  In  a  short  time  the 
revised  flgures  will  be  drafted  in  the 
annual  tax  by-law,  and  come  before  the 
Council   ^or  flnal  upprdval  and   passing.

Miss  A.  I..ang  Is  responsible  for  the 
book  blnXing  exhibit,  and  she  is  show- 
ing a  number  of  beautiful  specimens, 
Including  English  classical  novels, 
copies  of  old  French  books  and  prayer 
books,  etc.  Much  of  tlie  leather  used 
comes  from  Kano,  Central  Africa.

The  prizp  fish  story  of  the  1913  crop 
comes  from  Prince  Rupert,  already  the 
centre  of  an  immense  herring  fishing 
industry,  the  r^in  there  having  recently 
been  so  heavy  as  to  shift  small  toats 
in  the  harbor.  For  amusement  all 
sorts  of  methods  are  brought  into  play 
in  .scooping  the  flsh  out  of  water.  The 
meesboys  of  the  steamer  Princess  Bea- 
trice whenever  they  wanted  flsh  let 
down  a  wire  waste-paper  basket  and 
brought  up  a  full  load,  while  at  the  Ru- 
pert Marine  Iron  Works,  an  ordinary 
bucket  brought  equal  success.  In  one 
case  a  seine  not  being  completely  filled 
with  herring,  the  flsh  managed  to  turn 
it  completely  over,  a  nice  tangle  result- 
ing, witb  which  the  fish'irmen  were  al- 
most unable  to  cope.  That  the  vast 
mass  of  flsh  close  In  shore  actually 
heaves  and  tosses,  about  the  small 
craft  and  scows  is  vouched  for  by  the 
most  reliable  of  the  denizens  of  the 
waterfront.

TJioy  are  wo-nderlng  if  these 
colts  will  be  able  to  keep  step  with  some 
of  the  veteran  organluationa  around  the 
circuit.  One  thing  Is  sure:  If  semi- 
professional  baseball  In  the  East  la  not 
faster  than  in  this  section,  they  will 
not  make  good  unless  they  arc  "phen- 
oms"   I'U   the   tnle  sense   of   that  term.

Legal  Profession  Takes  Excep- 
tions to^-eri^ii^  Injustice 
Done  Colleagues"  in  Finland 
by  Russian  Government. 


LO.NDOX,  .Maiv-h  25.— A  public  pro- 
test has  been  made  by  a.  number  ol 
emintmi  Knglish  law\ers  against  the 
licatineiit  which  has.  been  meted  out  to 
their  legal  colleagues  of  I'inlend.  Their 
protest    is    jn    the    following    terms: 

We,  the  undersigned  members  of  the 
lepHi  pi-ofession  in  Fngland,  desire  to 
'■'-''■'i  -'  n'  'it^tp  -euse  qZ  concern  at  the 
situation  in  which  our  professional  col- 
leagues tji  Finland  are  placed  by  the 
unconstitutionaJ  action  of  the  Russian 
Government. 

"We  protest  against  the'  serious  in- 
justice which  Is  being  dene  to  honorable 
members  of  our  profession,  whose  onl.v 
crime  is  that  of  loyalty  to  the  consti- 
tution which  they  are  hound  by  their 
oath  of  office  to  uphold.  By  now,  the 
memhera  of  two  municipalities  and 
twenty-five  members  of  the  court  of 
appeal  of  Vlborg  have  been  removed 
from  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  Finnish 
courts,  transported  by  force  to  St. 
Petersburg,  and  sentenced  to  terms  of 
imprisonment    in    Russian    prisons. 

"All  other  judges  and  legal  officers 
in  Finland,'  the  number  of  whom 
amounts  to  several  thousands,  are  un- 
der threat  of  the  same  proceeding  un- 
less they  consent  to  violate  their  sworn 
duty. 

"We  protest  In  the  name  of  common 
justice  and  humanity  against  this 
high-handed  violation  of  the  most 
sacred  functions  of  'civilized  society, 
and  we  do  so  by  right  of  our  own  es- 
pecial concern  for  the  security  of  law 
and  the  honor  and  integrity  of  our  pro- 
fession."

Bussia's   Caar's  :Promis*s 

The  present  Ciar  of  Russia  not  only 
.solemnly  bound  himself  by  oath  at  lUs 
coronation  to  preserve  Finland's  rlghtx 
and  liberties  unbroken,  but  he  and  his 
ministers  a  few  years  ago  permitted 
that  lountry  to  enjoy  parliamentary 
government  in  a  free  and  enlightened 
form.  That  liberty  was  brief,  and  for 
some  time  now  the  CztiV  and  bin  adxi.'*- 
ers  have  been  disregarding  oaths  and 
treaties  and  RussianUIng  Finland  by 
methods  sterner  than  those  of  the  arch- 
tyrant  BobrlkofT.  Finland  Is  one  of  the 
most  democratic  and  enlightened  of 
Rtiropcan  countries.  She  a.'«k8  only  that, 
in  accordance  with  jleflnate  stipulations, 
she  shell  be  allowed  that  degree  of 
home  rule  which    is   her  right. 

She  will  not,  by  the  very  nature  of 
things,  he,  if  given  her  autonomy,  a 
danger  to  Russia.  But  the  liglit  of  cul- 
ture alarms  the  Musc'ovlte  rulers.  So 
the  Grand  Duchy'.s  con.stitutiou  1? 
wrecked:  Finnish  olfldals  are  dismissed 
wholesale;  education  Is  brutiilly  ham- 
pered; The  Russian  language  is  forced 
upon  the  people;  reventies  are  arbitrar- 
ily used  and  now  Judges  and  legal  offi- 
cers are  threatened  that,  unless  they 
disregard  their  oaths  to  the  constitution 
and  become  merely  mercenary  lackeys 
dealing  out  decisions,  not  at  the  dl<- 
taies  of  justice  or  inaccOrdance  with 
law,  but  at  the  comrnand  of  the  Rus- 
sian hureaiicrjits,  they  wUl  be  arrested 
and  Imprisoned  In  Russls.  That  has  al- 
ready   happened    to    a    number    of    them.

Objects  to  Kethods 

Ml'.  Fiank  Hissir.;s.  counsel  for  the 
defendants,  when  the  latter  were  ar- 
raipned  yesterday  morning,  objected 
st-nr.gly  to  the  method  pursued  in  ef- 
fecrinj  their  arre.<>t.  He  declared  that 
I  he  p?«cedure  followed  had  been  gross- 
ly irregular  and  illegal.  The  warrants 
were  issued  by  a  Justice  of  the  peace 
other  than  the  magistrate,  and  the 
same  steps  to  inquire  into  the  clrcum- 
nitances  w»re  not  taken  as  -would  have 
been  had  the  magistrate  be»n  asked  to 
sign  the  warrants.

Proceeding  with  the  hearing  of  the 
charge  laid  by  Mr.  Popham  against  Mr.

Cook  said  he  could  ii(iu1<*alo  the  mort- 
gage, and  Mr.  Popham  left  it  with  the 
defendant,  giving  a  receipt  produced  In 
court,  such  receipt  stating  that  Mr. 
Cook  had  received  the  mortgage  and  as- 
signment thereof,  and  would,  after 
liquidating  it.  kepj)  $4,000  a."*  the  prop- 
erty of  the  Bankers'  Trust  Corporation, 
and  return  the  balance,  $8,000,  to  Mr. 
Popham,  who  thereupon  made  applica- 
tion for  4  00  shares  of  Bankers'  Trust 
Corporation.  Ltd..  stock,  on  which  the

He  had 
paid  $1,000  cash  for  his  shares  and 
given  notes  for  the  balance.  .Some  of 
these  notes  were  lin  the  hands  of  the 
Bankers'  Trust.  Others  he  did  not 
know  where  they  were. 

^f^.  J.  O.  Hern,  who  dpscrihcil  him- 
f<»lf  as  a  stock  broker,  testlfifd  he  l.^ 
pre.sldnnt  of  the  Negotiators,  Limited, 
the  husinpss  of  whiih  is  to  liuy  and 
ffU  stocks,  bonds,  etc.  His  firm  had  a 
contract  with  the  Bankers'  Trust  to 
Hfll  the  shares  of  the  latter  on  a  basis 
of  $7.50  commission  per  sliare.  In 
some  instances  the  Nagt)tiatorg,  Limit- 
ed, got  thiw  commi.«s!on  and  in  othere 
It  did  not.  The  wmount  actually  re- 
ceived from  the  Bankers'  Trust  would 
not  figure  out  more  than  $2.80  net  per 
share  for  approximately  I7.Kti4  vhares 
sold.  Kelatlve  to  the  J'opham  case, 
witness  slated  the  Negotiators,  iJmlted, 
was  entitled,  under  its  contract  with 
the  Bankers'  Trust,  to  $4,000.  less  the 
amount  of  discoimt  which  the  Negotia- 
tors. Limited,  did  not  charge  against 
the  Trust  Company.  In  all  mortgages, 
notes  and  cash,  not  Including  the  Pop- 
ham $8,000,  had  been  turned  over  to 
the  Bankers'  Truat  to  the  amount  of 
$124,000.  The  cash  aggregated  about 
$22,000  to  $25,000.  There  was  aboui 
$80,000    in    notes,   all    interest   bemring;. 

Witness  remembered  the  conversa- 
tion between  Cook  and  Allen  w.'iich 
took  place  in  the  office  of  the  Negoti- 
ators, Limited.  Cook  told  of  arranging 
for  the  discount  Of  the  mortgage  of 
Mr.  Popham  at  Messrs.  Pemberton  ft 
Sfin.s  and  that  he  had  arranged  to  get 
the  money  and  for  Mr.  Allen  to  go 
down  to  Messrs.  Pemberton  *  Sons' 
office  and  get  the  money.  Cook  ,asked 
Mr.  Allen  to  see  Mr.  Popham  and  ascer- 
tain if  the  latter  w.ould  pay  one  or  two 
e.x.tra  payments  or  make  a  time  deposit 
of  the  $8,000  until  the  date  of  the  ma- 
turity of   the  mortgage.

-Vllen,  witness  testified,  asked  what 
he  should  do  should  Mr.  Popham  re- 
fuse to  agree  to  either  of  these  sugges- 
tions and  Cook  had  repliedi  "Naturally 
we'll  have  to  give  the  $8,000  back  to 
Popham."  Moore  got  the  commission 
in    that   case. 

To  .Mr.  Harrison,  witnea.*!  stated 
Moore  had  left  the  city  about  three 
weeks  ago.  He  had  broken  his  contract 
■wiih  the  Negotiators,  l.,lmlted,  which 
stipulated  he  should  not  attempt  to  dis- 
count any  notes  or  securities  in  Vic- 
toria, but  only  at  points  outside  the 
c-iiy.  Witness-  did  not  know  where 
Moore  Is  at  present,  perhaps  in  Seattle 
or  'Vancouver.  As  a  niember  of  Ne- 
gotiators, Limited,  Cook  received  no 
dividends,  nor  did  others  of  the  sliare- 
Imlders.  He  could  not  say  what  are? 
the  assets  of  Negotiators,  Limited. 
There  are  some  notes  and  some  stock 
of  the  Anglo- .\merican  Timber  Com- 
pany. He  asserted  Allen  was  "sore"  on 
the  Negotiators,  Limited,  because  the 
latter  concern  look  all  the  cash  pay- 
ments as  comnjission  on  the  sale  of 
stock.  He  had  talked  with  Allen  In 
Vancouver  before  the  latter  came  to 
Victoria,  but  he  denied  he  had  men- 
tioned certain  prominent  Victorians  as 
men  who  had  been  secured  to  act  as 
officers  and  directors  of  the  Bankers' 
Trust   Corporation. 

Following  brief  addresses  by  counsel, 
.Viagistrate  Jay  committed  the  accused 
for  trial,  pointing  out  that  where  there 
was  a  conflict  in  evidence  as  there. was 
concerning  the  reported  conversation 
between  Cook  and  Allen  relative  to  the 
repayment  of  the  $8,000,  he  would 
leave  it  to  a  jury   to  determine.

In  view  (fi  the  unusual  shortage  of 
ooal  at  California  po^ts,  and  particu- 
larly at  San  Krancisco,  where  tlie  de- 
mand is  moat  keen.  It  Is  altogether 
probable  that  the  bis  steamship  States- 
man, of  the  Harrison  Direct  fleet,  which 
Is  now  at  the  Golden  Gate  port  dis- 
charging European  cargo  on  her  way 
to  Victoria,  will  be  ffxed  for  a  couple 
of  voyages  between  Vancouver  island

for  her  outward  voyage  tq.,  Liverpool. 
"With  the  ever-increasing  demand  for 
steam  tonnage  on  the  Pacific  Coast, 
charterers  have  found  It  almost  Impos- 
sible In  recent  months  to  secure  ves- 
sels of  large  carrying  capacity,  to  be 
used  in  transporting  coal  from  tliD 
British  Columbia  mines  and  as  m  re- 
sult the  first  big  botton^.  available  is 
Immediately  snapped  up  even  at  the 
high  rates  existing  at  the  present  time. 
It  was  only  during  the  past  week  that 
the  freighter  Tamplco,  of  the  Pacific 
Coast  fleet,  was  bent  north  to  load  a 
full  cargo  of  coal  at  Union  Bay  for  San 
Francisco,  and  It  Is  understood  that 
other  boats  will  shortly  be  sent  to  re- 
lieve the  coal  shortage.  Not  for  many 
years  has  such  a  condition  existed  at 
San  Francisco,  where  fuel  is  usually 
plentiful.

According  to  the  Victoria  '^agents  of 
the  Harrison  Line,  there  Is  very  little 
freight  offering  for  the  outward  pas- 
sage of  the  Statesman,  and  In  view  of 
this  fact  there  is  every  reason  to  be- 
lieve that  her  departure  will  be  slightly 
delayed  In  order  that  she  may  be  util- 
ized for  carrying  at  least  two  cargoes 
of  fuel  from  Union  Bay  or  Nanalmo  to 
California.. 

The  Statesman  is  one  of  the  hlffgost 
carriers  that  has  up  to  this  time  been 
sent  by  the  Harrison  Company  to  the 
Pacific  Coast,  and  in  two  voyages  she 
would  be  able  to  lansport  considerably 
over  10,000  deadweight  tons.

Former  yictoria  Liner  Briags 
News.. Frorn  Antipodes  That 
Another  Huge  Liner  Is  to  Be 
Biiilt  for  Run. 


That  the  Union  Steamship  Company 
of  New  Zealand  has  placed  orders  in 
British-  yards  for  the  construction  of 
another  steamship  similar  In  design  and 
alse  to  the  huge  liner  Niagara  for  (tie 
trans-Pacific  service.  Is  the  ne'tvs 
brought  by  the  steamship  M-uana,  which 
arrived  at  San  Franclaco'  March  20  from 
Dunedln. . 

Like  the  Niagara,  which  the  Moana 
reported  having  sailed  from  England 
March  8  with  1165  passengers  aboard, 
the  latest  vessel  •will  b§  of  13,500  tons 
displacement,  and  will  be  built  by  Brown 
&    Co.,    of    Clydebank,    Scotland. 

The  passenger  list  carried  by  the  Nia- 
gara Is  the  largest  ever  taken  to  Aus- 
tralia by  one  of  the  Union  linera.  The 
Niagara  is  to  ply  between  Sydney  and 
Auckland  and  Victoria  and  Vancouver, 
and,  under  the  present  schedule  of  the 
Australian  company,  la  due  to  leave  Syd- 
ney   May    S,    arriving    here    May    27. 

The  Union  Steamship  Company  'has 
recently  increased  the  tonnage  of  its 
fleet  by  50,000  tons  through  the  pur- 
chase of  new  steamships.  The  recently-' 
■puwjhaaed  «4e«»««r«  ar«-  fltttflj  -  with 
reifrigerator  plants,  which  make  them 
•particularly  adapted  for  the  trade  in 
Australian  frozen  meats  and  butter. 
Last  year,  according  to  a  report  of  the 
I'nion  Company,  was  the  most  success- 
ful since  the  Pacific  service  was  in- 
augurated.

Captain  Lawson  stated  that,  had  a 
Canadian  vessel  bein  lorced  Into  an 
American  port  under  such  circum- 
stances, no  duty  would  have  beon  de- 
manded on  the  Imported  wheel,  but  the 
vessel  merely  held  In  bond  pending  her 
departure.

EDMONTON.  AUa.,  March  28.— Three 
thouaand  or  more  wild  horaet  in  herd* 
from   io   to  :tOO,  ara  roaming  ovar  tha 

hills  and  valleya  la  the  interior  ft 
British  Columbia,  according  to  a  ra- 
port  brought  to  Bdihonton  by  Jam^a 
Bradley,  who  with  Ouatav  Relland,  ,a 
veterap  prospector  and  miner  known 
throughout  the  bonanza  gold  camlet, 
has  .just  returned  from  an  extend^ed 
exploration    tour  of   the   Coast    Province. 

"Indlttns  and  white  pro8p>>ctor8  and 
pack-train,  freighters  value  these  ajol- 
nialii  more  than  high-bred  horses,"  said 
Air.  Bradley.  "They  are  the  progeny  of 
horses  turned  loose  on  the  trail  by  dis- 
couraged or  dying  men  during  the 
•;^'',mous  gold  rush  In  the  Carlbpo 
couritry.  Thousands  of  the  veriest 
'tenderfeet'  stasnpefled  to  the  new 
rielda  in  llie  early  60's.  Many  of  tliem 
were  Incompetent,  and,  in  fact,  utterly 
tielpiess  in  that  wild  country,  and  the 
horses  either  bi'oke  away  or  were 
abandoned  when  the  fortune-hunter 
gave   up  on   the   long  trail. 

'•The  horses^  made  their  feeding 
grounds  in  the  vicinity  of  Baikerylllo 
for  several  years  afterward,  and  their 
offspring  wandered  noc'hward  as  ihe 
tiands  increased.  They  -.re  wild,  and 
make   trails   on   the  mountains  and    Hm- 

bcred    country    much    after    tde fashion 

if  hud'alo  in  the  early  days,  and  deer 
at   pre.sent.  * 

"Tlie  Jhdlan.s  ami  fi-''lBhtrrf,  \\orkini< 
in  tlie  timbered  dlHlricts,  catcli  them 
with  snares,  such  as  are  tisrd  for  lynX. 
in  most  ca.«<e.s.  the  animals  arc  .easily 
broken  and  -then,-  are  •  better  for  the 
rough  country  than  high-grade  horse.s, 
on  account  of  their  stamina  and  'suiti- 
nes.s  of  foot  on  the  mountain  trails. 
We  lost  lior-se.s  from  nur  train  from 
time  to  time,  and  replaced  them  with 
wild   animals." 

Mr.  Bradley  re|)ort»>il  llial  lie  and  his 
Iiartner  covered  more  than  L*,000  niile.s 
in  the  Interior  In  searcn  for  gold.  They 
prosp(*cted  liround  i'^ort  McMurray  and 
staked  .several  oil  and  mineral  i.-lalniH. 
Tliey  found  galena  and  copper  near  the 
headwaters  of  tlie  Bl^  .Smoky  River. 
He  says  that  important  mines  will  be 
developed  llicre  during  the  n«*xt  few 
years.  Their  search  for  goM  was  not 
successful.       > 

"We  had  no  parUcular  liardships  on 
our  trip,"  said  Mr.  Bradley.  '^Mle^a  "as 
nothing  out  of  the  usual  which  men 
traveling  In  wild  country  are  forced  to 
endure,  but  we  never  saw  a  white  man 
and  very  few  Indians,  after  we  left 
'  Tete  Juan  Cache,  west  of  l-:dmonton, 
last  June.  ^  From  there  we  went  along 
the  Little  hmoky  River,  making  tem- 
porary" camps  at  intervals.  AVe  re- 
turned   with    Ave    pack    hor.ses." 

Mr.  Rlelmartd.  who  is  in  iCdmonton  ar- 
ranging tp  take  a  party  of  Alberta  and 
Montana  capitalists  Into  the  mineral 
district*  of  Northern  British  Columbia, 
said  that  a  half-breed  Indian  living  at 
.Mile  Ifl5.  is  reported  to  have  some  val- 
uable properties.  The  prospector 
brought  some  ore  samples  from  along 
the  Big  and  Little  .Smoky  Rivers  and 
other  parts  of  the  North  Country,  also 
the  pelt  of  a  black  bear.  The  skin 
measures    12    feet   from    tip    to    tip.

Feature  Des  in  Name— Noth- 
ing About  Arrangements  Ap- 
pears to  Excite  Comment — 
Part  of  Provincial  History. 


Plan«  which  have  been  Aled  by  thf 
Grand  Trunlf  Pacific  Kailway  Company 
In  connection  with,  the  proposals  of 
that  organization  for  the  development 
of  Its  property  at  the  junction  of  the 
I'Vaaer  and  Neehuco  lilvers,  which  was 
formerly  the  reservation  of  the  Fort 
George  Indians,  are  likely  to  be  very 
vigorously  "D^'hsed  before  thfy  obtain 
the  sanction  of  the  I'rovlnclal  authori- 
ties— If   they   do  0>. 

There  is  nothing  about  the  pl»n» 
themselv&s  tliat  is  expected  to  exolto 
histillly.  They  are'  nierly  the  usjial 
townsitc  proposals  and  sketches,  de- 
posited with  the  Department  of  Lands 
for  purposes  of  record  and  to  facllitatfe 
the  Government's  selection  of  its  quar- 
ter-interest. The  objectionable  feature 
Is  merely  In  a  nanve,  it  being  requested 
that  tlie  chosen  divisional  point  of  the 
road  In  .Vorthorn  Cariboo  ue  offlclaUy 
recogniaed  as  Prince  Ocorge  instead  of 
l<'ort  George,  which  latter  appellaiion  it 
has  borne  ■  for  slightly  more  titan  an 
eventful  century.  There  are.  Indeed,  but 
four  pTttcos  an~Tri-iTlsF~C'o1umina  of  ho 
long  established  history;  and  while  a 
'poet  may  lightly  ask  "what's  In  a 
nameT'  the  historian  on  the  other  hand 
win  count  hiiu  an  icunociasl  for  tli'j 
asking. 

In  tlie  case  of  Fort  George  there  is, 
it  is  argued,  very  much  In  the  name, 
since  it  is  a  part,  and  an  exoeolingly 
interesting  and  important  part,  of  Pro- 
vincial history.  As  a  centre  oC  whitfi 
population  in  what  lij  now  British  Co- 
lumbia, its  hi.story  is  antedated  only 
1)y  Fort  I'ratier,  Fort  .McLeod  an  I  Fort 
.St.  .lanios.  Kvcn'thv  "Fort"  Is  preg- 
nant with  hlstoiictti  aiifnlHcance,  belnsr 
a  survival  and  souvenir  of  the  old  Hud- 
.son's  Bay  Com'pany  days  of  its  estab- 
ll.shment  hyf  that  adventurous  plonct  .• 
.Simon  Fraser.  at  the  very  spot  marking 
his  introdiK-tion,  to  the  mighty  river 
roiling  for  hundreds  upon  hundreds  ot 
miles  to  wed  witli  the  western  .-^o.*  ana 
which  to  this'  day  bears  tho  honored 
name    of    its  ,  Intretyld    discoverer. 

.lust  at  this  particular  juncture,  when 
British  Co?lumbla  is  awakening  to  the 
importance  of  safeguarding  its  histori- 
cal treasures  and  the  enlarged  Depart- 
ment of  Archives  is  displaying  com- 
mejidable  activity  in  the  exencise  of  Its 
lunctlons.  It  is.  urged  that  It  would  be 
111  policy  indeed  to  accept  or  endorse  a 
change  of  name  for  a  po'pulation  centre 
which  has  borne  ite  present  designation 
for  a  longer  p^eripd  than  all  th#  rest  of 
the  Province  has  had  existence-  and 
merely  to  gratify  the  whim  cjff  a  private 
comipany.  that  certain  major  towns 
along  its  railway  line  shall  bear  the 
name  of  "Prlncep" — as  Prince  Rupert, 
Prince  Albert,  PTInce  William,  etc. 

Besides  arousing  th**  indignation  of 
hietorlans  and  archivats  as  an  example 
of  exceedngly  ill-considered  error  and 
had  taste,  the  proposal  to  change  the 
name  of  Fort  Ocorge  to  Prince  George 
excites  equally  the  disapproval  of  geo- 
graphers and  official  map-makers,  who 
can  see  no  Justiftcatlon  for  euch  trifl- 
ing with  established  nomenclature  In 
the  a'brogatlon  ht  a  locaflty  designation 
which  has  prevaled  through  so  many 
years,  appears  on  all  oftlclal  maps  (In- 
cluding the  latest  map  of  the  Province, 
now  toeing  lasued),  and  Is  known  to  and 
recognized  by  the  entire  world— for 
Fort  Oeorte  has  been  much  In  the  pub- 
lic eye  during   the  past  few   years.

— There  1h  every 
evidence  that  the  qutation  of  the  de- 
cline of  the  birth-rate  Ini  Germany  is 
now  occupyinK  the  minds  of  the  peopla 
just  us  much  ae  the  same  question 
troublps  the  French  today.  There  is 
not  as  yet  any  near  a'pproach  to  a 
ilwiiiiUing  population,  but  the  per- 
f»MUag«  •urpUis  of  births  over  <leatUa 
haa  ilecreased  so  rapidly  within  the  last 
ten  years  that  If  the  tendency  Is  not 
(If.feated  It  cannot  be  many  years  before 
Germany  finds  herself  in  the  same  i)Osl- 
t  ion  aS/  Krance. 

Huw  extraordinary  has  been  t  lit; 
(i'liiiinutian  of  the  birth-rate  in  .some 
fa-sf.s  may  be  shown  by  referriiiK  to  tin; 
statistics  of  the  olty  of  Kranlifort-on- 
Jtlain,  one  of  tiie  eapltiil  eilles  of  Gur- 
many. 

Although  statistics  .are  cited  -ah  11- 
lustratln'g  the  tendency  'In  the  whole  of 
v.nTmiiny,  it  is  only  fair  to  say  tha^ 
Vranltfort  has,  and  for  some  time  hat 
had,  the  lowest  birth-rate  of  all  the 
larger  towns  In  Germany.  The  Frank-

Hoth  the  Jew«  and  the  Pru- 
trstan-l.s,  it  says,  have  .shown  greater 
tenrlency  to  a  diminished  birth-rate  tl\an 
I'.ie  Catholics.  Then  again  l^'rankfort 
is  one  of  tlie  ib'hest  towns  in  Germany, 
and  it  is  well  known  that  the  richer 
towns    show    the    smaller    birthrattis. 

Already  Frankfort  is  within  meas- 
urable distance  of  the  French  birthrate, 
which  was  10.7  in  lillO.  and  in  11  years 
the  rate  has  "dropped  from  30  to  20.  If 
the  f Inures  for  Frankfort  today  were 
ropresentatlve  of  the  whole  of  Germany, 
they  would  still  mean  a  yearly  addition 
of    600,000    to    the    population. 

As  another  .^Ibu  of  its  rapidly  iii- 
creaslns  importance  as  a  "world  eiiy" 
(to  use  the  favorite  expression  of  its 
Inhahlt.mts)  Berlin  Is  heginnins  to  coni- 
jilain  of  its  noise.s.  Some  years  ago  a 
fiOi'iety  WHS  founded  here  for  pr.eventing 
unnecessary  noises,  and  in  appoai"anee  in 
tills  respect  Berlin  was  as  well  off  as 
London  and  New  York.  Unfortunately, 
however,  the  society,  by  maintaining,' 
relative  silence  itself,  lias  not  beeii  able 
to  Induce  others  to  follow  it.s  example.

-Voisi-  is  to  lie  attacked  not  only 
on  grounils  iif  comfort  and  pleasure, 
hut  also  on  the  Important  ground  of 
heallTi,  and  suggestions  are  being  made 
anil  i)ractlcnl  proposals  are  to  be  drafte.l 
ti>  combat  the  hated  evil  by  structural 
Improvements,  b.v  punitive  legislation, 
and   b^•   better  instructions   to   the  jvjlict. 

Effect  on  Health 

As  part  of  the  camjialgn  an  interest- 
ing paper  has  been  written  by  Dr.  Sieg- 
nnind  Auerbach,  who  has  long  been  en- 
gaged on  the  study  of  noises  and  their 
I'flects  on  health.  He  goes  into  each  of 
the  different  categories  of  Berlin  noises 
hi  turn,  and  show»  how  Ihey  have  a 
prejudicial    effect    on    health.

TECHNICi 


Comprehensive  Review  of  the 
Progress  During  the  Last 
Eight  Years  Issued  by  the 
County  Council. 


In  a  comprehensive  review  of  the  pro- 
gress of  technical  education  and  continu- 
ation schools  In  London  during  the 
last  eight  years,  issued  by  the  County 
Council  lOducation  Committee,  some  in- 
teresting information  is  given  as  to  the 
growth  of  co-opei-a tlon  between  technic- 
al institutions  and  Industries,  and  the 
increasing  appreciation  of  both  employ- 
ers and  employed  of  the  value  of  scien- 
tific Instruction  as  an  aid  to  efficiency. 
It  is  stated  that  there  are  today  In 
London  few  institutions  of  Importance 
which  could  not  show  that  In  original 
research,  in  technical  advice,  in  offering 
or  criticising  designs  or  In  undertaking 
teats,  they  have  not  been  of  much  direct 
assistance  to  some  local  trade  or  indus- 
try. 

owing  to  its  special  pecullarltleB. 
l^ondun  gets  less  assistance  from  the 
leaders  of  Industfy  towards  strengthen- 
ing the  relationship  between  schooLs 
and  wijrk.shui)S  than  cities  like  Glasgow 
or  Manchester  or  Birmingham.  Some- 
thing has,  however,  been  accomplished 
by  general  organization  and  much  by  In- 
dividual principals  or  rc8i)onsible  mas- 
ters. A  great  deal  has  also  been 
achieved  by  the  various  consultatiur. 
and   advisory   committees. 

In  a  memorcindum  on  the  work  of  the 
polytechnics  and  technical  institutions, 
MK  A.  !•:.  Briscoe,  divisional  Irrfspeetor, 
thus    suuv<    up    his    experience: 

''^'Looking  back  on  the  work  of  the 
past  twenty-five  years;  I  think  it  may 
safely  be  said  that  technical  education 
has  justified  the  views  of  Its  promoter.*. 
I  A  great  deal  of  prejudice  had  to  be 
overcome,  but  manufacturers  are  more 
and  more  coming  to  see  the  necessity 
of  technical  training,  and  In  the  strenu- 
ous international  competition  of  recent 
years  the  trades  and  firms  that  have  held 
their  own  successfully  have  been  those 
in  whli-h  the  value  !)f  scientific  control 
of  materials  and  technical  training  of 
employees  have  been  most  fully  carried 
out.  The  present  and  rising  generation 
of  works  mttnugers  are  usually  tech- 
nically trained  men,  and  are  more  ready 
than  the  older  generation  to  appreciate 
tlie  value  of  such  training  for  their 
worki)eople. 

"The  rising  generation  of  employees 
also  sees  the  necessity  for  it;  only  last 
week  the  writer  was  told  by  the  works 
manager  of  a  west-end  firm,  whose 
name  Is  a  household  word,  that  practic- 
ally every  boy  who  eomes  to  to  learn 
his  trade  In  their  workshops  makes  ear- 
l.V  Inquiry  as  to  what  evening  classes 
lie  should  attend. 

Ordinary  Xvenlar  Schools 

^Vilh  regard  to  ordinary  evening 
schools,  Mr.  S.  E.  Bray,  district  inspec- 
tor, comments  on  the  unsatisfactory 
nature  of  the  attendance.  Of  the  130,- 
OOu  enrollments,  he  says,  it  Is  advisable 
to  regard  only  some  90,000  as  repre- 
senting effective  and  serious  students. 
"This  Is  a  most  serious  matter.  Nearly 
one-third  of  the  students — 40,000  nut  of 
130,000 — are  Ineffective.  The  students 
themselves  develop  the  had  ^ablt  of 
non-persistence.  Their  enrollment  and 
BUbseqiient  wltiidrawal  destroys  classes 
wholesale,  remlerlng  useless  the  efforts 
and  organly-atlon  provided  for  their  In- 
struction and  spreading  want  of  confl- 
denco  among  the  staff  as  to  the  value 
of  all  or  any  efTorts.  Fu'-ther,  the  clasa 
registers  show  that,  even  in  the  case 
of  many  classes  which  survive,  the  per- 
sonnel changes  so  much  that  class 
teaching  become  Impossible,  and  that 
good  stud«|nts  suffer  and  become  indif- 
ferent 

"But  there  Is  some  compensation  in 
one  very  grood  feature,  namely,  the  char- 
acter of  the  age  limltn.  Taking  tfll  th-^ 
Institutions  together,  there  la  a  certain- 
ty shown  by  the  Board  of  Kducatlon 
regiatera  of  over  70,000  atudents  over 
Jl  years  of  age,  4MO0  between  17  and 
21,  and  60,000  under  17,  and.  aa  these 
registers  do  not  include  ail  students 
<apcclal  teachers'  claasea  are  omitted) 
there  la  a  strong  probability  of  the 
number  of  etudenta  over  81  years  e«- 
ceedtng  8O,OO0 — more  than  t^vlce  the 
number  of  pnpUs  of  all  kltula  In  all  tbs

bination wliich  tlio  a.'stonlshing  ad- 
vances of  locomotion  during  tlie  pa.st 
hundred  year.s   brings  well   into  siglil. 

Since  there  is  no  atmospliere  In  tlie 
space  between  onr  planet,  the  moon,

(iovernment.  But  the  next  ataaea  of  the 
artrument  are  full  of  danger.  They  run 
thus:  The  JVvcrnmcnt  ousht  to  Interfer; 
the  Goverinnent  hold*  all  power  In  tho 
ftato;  therefore  the  Oovfrnment  can 
stop  the  strike:  therefore  the  Oovern- 
nient  ought  to  stop  the  atrike.  And  so 
wp  get  a  demand  for  lex-lalatlon  which 
shall  make,  If  not  tttrlkea  In  general,  at 
any  rate  certain  atrlkea  immediately  Im- 
minent, offences  to  be  punished  with  all 
the  power  at  tlie  state's  call.  We  have 
learnt  that  organized  labor  in  Britain 
H  up  in  arms  against  auch  a  demand. 
It  is  easy  to  condemn  the  attlti:de  of 
labor,  but  it  must  be  remembered  that 
the  strike  is  the  only  really  effective 
weapon  which  labor  poeaesaes.  Arbll- 
ralion  Is  no  alternative,  for  arbUration 
ahvayis  maintains  as  much  as  possible 
of  the  "status  quo."  The  aim  of  labor 
is  to  achieve  a  change  in  Its  status,  and 
it  can  achlece  It  under  present  conditions 
only  by  udmlnUtcring  a  series  of  vio- 
lent shocks  to  the  country's  Industilal 
tystem. 

O.-.naCa  T.Ialiee  Elscovory 
'"anada  has  dIsco\ered  a  better  v.-ay. 
In  a  democratic  community  everything 
Is  possible  If  once  public  opinion  Is  ac- 
tive. Arbitration  does  not  represent  pub- 
lic opinion.  It  represents  diplnmiu;' 
opinion  an.xious  only  to  find  a  v.ay  of 
somehow  patching  up  fundamental  dlf- 
fen  n-.-oH.  Hut  etuieiUation.  if  exerted 
by  the  proper  authority,  Is  public  opin- 
ion. It  cnabkvs  both  sidos  to  state  their 
cases  fully  and  frankly;  it  Indicates 
which  side  onjoya  the  greater  measure 
of  public  sympathy.  Opinion  may  Indeed 
be  divided  or  it  may  bs  apathetic;  in 
either  eveot  conciliation  will  fall  and 
the  strike  or  lockout  must  follow.  .  But 
in  the  ca.sc  of  a  great  inJustry  In  whose 
activity  the  public  Is  interested  opinion 
will  certainly  pronounce  a  verdict.  In 
theory   the   rlEfht   of   workmen    to  atriko 


and  of  employer.s  to  lockout  is  un- 
tmichod,  but  in  practice  one  side  or  the 
other  comes  to  terms  because  It  knows 
that  if  It  fights  it  will  be  beaten.  It 
is  almost  impossible  to  resist  the.  con- 
e!u.«Ion  that  the  Minimum  W'age  Bill 
introduced  In  lOngland  last  year  undrr 
the  prtssure  of  a  strike  would  have 
■fieen  evolved  from  liiseussions  before  a 
conciliation  eommlttee,  nnd  that,  whll.^ 
the  miners  would  have  gaintd  their  end 
just  as  rapidly,  [he  country  would  have 
been  spared  a  deal  of  suffering. 

The  question  arises:  How  will  labor 
take  It'.'  In  trades  where  the  unions 
are  weak,  labor  ought  to  accept  the  pro- 
posal with  delight.  It  Is  In  these  trades 
that  employers'  tyranny  Is  exercised, 
nnd  an  act  after  the  Canadian  pattern 
v.ould  give  labor  its  chance  of  present- 
ing its  grievances  before  the  tribunal 
of  public  opinion.  But  the  stronger  un- 
ions a.e  still  rather  averse  to  the  in- 
trusion   of    a    thltd    party. 

X>abor   Beacttonary   rorca 

In  the  cotton  trade,  for  example, 
whero  liie  principle  of  collective  bar- 
gaining has  achieved  some  noteworthy 
successes,  the  question  will  certainly 
ll  •,  i.-^K.d  why  this  principle  should  bo 
abandoned.  Our  answer  is  that  It  will 
not  be,ab.Tn<>iud.  Compulsory  ronclll- 
.Htlon  will  only  be  attempted  when  all 
effori>^  at  collective  bargaining  have 
failed.  J.,abor,  however,  is  rtully  rather 
a  reactionary  force,  always  a  little  i  c- 
luctant  to  accein  new  ideas.  \A'c  know 
that  In  Catiad*  w.-ti  strong  unions,  the 
Coal  Miners'  iChd  the  Haliwaymen's.  op- 
posed the  act:  but  time  has  shown  the 
Railway  Unions  the  error  of  their  ways. 
We  dare  not  hope  that  labor  in  Britain 
will  be  more  enlightened  than  labor  In 
Cflna;la,  hut  we  certainly  can  hope  that 
if  th(!  British  Government  follows  the 
Canadian  example  of  firm  adhesion  to  a 
scheme  in  which  It  believes,  and  If 
Uritlsl:  labor  copie.s  Canadian  labor  in 
maintaining  an  open  mind  until  the  re- 
•sults  of  the  act  become  apparent,  then 
the  Canadian  law  will  offer  Britain 
some  reas'onable  prospect,  if  not  of  per- 
manent Industrial  peace,  at  least  of  the 
(c.">satlon  of  sudden  and  exaspuating 
strikes.
